Quebec, July 22.——A momentous 
event in the history of this city oc- 
curred today, when the Prince of Wales 
arrived aboard the British battleship 
Indomitable. 


PRINCE OF WALBS. | 
The Indomitable’s appearance was 
the signal for a royal salute from the 


guns of the British flagship Bxmouth | 


and the shore batteries on both sides 
of the river, followed by the com- 
bined salutes of the international fleet 
of French, American and British war- 
ships and the answering guns of the 
Indomitable. 

The latter came to anchor alongside 
the United States battleship New 
Hampshire, thus completing the doubie 
chain formation of warships and bring- 
ing side by side the two latest types of 
British and American fighting ma- 
chines. At the King’s Landing was a 
gathering of distinguished officials to 
welcome the prince, including Parl 
Grey, governor general of Canada; 
Field Marshal Roberts, representing 
the British army; Premier Laurier and 
his cabinet, Admiral Jaureguiberry 
and the official French envoys, Vice 
President Fairbanks, representing the 
United States, and Admiral Cowles, rep- 
Tesenting the American naval depart- 
ment, 

The landing stage was decorated for 
the occasion with truly royal splendor. 
Two massive arches, emblazoned with 
the royal arms and topped with the lion 
and unicorn guarding the British 
crown, marked the passage of the 
prince from the landing to the state car- 
Tiage which bore him tothe Citadel. Te 
the right of the landing was erected a 
pavilion richly hung with the colors 
and arms and insignia of the reigning 
family. Here the first greetings were

These ceremonies concluded, the 
prince drove in an open carriage up the 
steep streets leading from the harbor 
level to the heights of the city. All 
along the route the buildings were 
ablaze with color, with garlands and 
flowers looped across the street, and 
patriotic emblems and mottoes iu 
French and English expressing loyalty 
and devotion to the prince. 

The popular outpouring to witness 
the passage of royalty was immense 
and extreme precautions were taken 
to guard against any disorder in the 
narrow, precipitous streets. 

The city is invaded by 12,000 to 15.- 
000 soldiers, representing the regular 
and militia strength of all parts of the 
Dominion, with hundreds of official 
visitors and the titled nobility of Eng- 
land and other parts of the world and 
thousands of interested spectators 
from American cities and all parts of 
Canada, 

The city 1s elaborately decorated. 
with triumphal arches spanning the 
main thoroughfares, the buildings hung 
with British and French flags and de- 
vices commemorating the deeds of old 
French discoverers and testifying loy- 
alty to the royal visitor. 


Jealous Lover Kills Brother 

Stonington, Me, July 22.—Crazed 
with jealousy over the attentions of 
his brother to his sweetheart, who lived 
in this town, Frank Baldasara, 80, shot 
and instantly killed Antonio Balda- 
sara, 25, in an Itallam quarrymen’s 
camp. Baldasara then turned the 
weapon on his uncle, Hbomedio Sor- 
retti, 40, who interfered, and shot him 
through the neck. The latter is seri- 
ously wounded, but expected to live. 
Baldasara made his escape. 


Motormen Misunderstood Signals 

North Attleboro, Mass., July 22.— 
Two men were injured and a number of 
ethers scratched and bruised, aud 
fearly 100 men, women and children 
badly scared by a head-on collision be- 
tween two trolley cars here last night 
The collision was caused by a misun- 
derstanding of switch signals.

ROUSEVELT AT. NEWPORT 


Participating In Conterence Over 
Building of Battleships 

Newport, R. I., July 22,—President 
Roosevelt arrived here this morning on 
board the Mayflower to attend the most 
mportant conference of naval officers 
ever held in the country. 

More than 100 officers, men of high 
rank and attainments in various 
branches of the naval service, are pres- 
ent, and with them the president wili 
go Over in detail the plans of two. bat- 
tleships now building and the tenta- 
tive drawings of others about to laid 
off. The president wil return to Oyster 
Bay late this afternoon. 

President Roosevelt opened the cun- 
ference with an address in which he 


topics. He did not go into technicall- 
ties of any sort, however, nor did he 
attempt to advise the officers. When 
the address was concluded the door of 
the conference room was closed to all 
except officers of the war college, of the 
general board from Washington, of the 
special “battleship commission,” and 
of the “Newport summer conference.” 

No immediate decision of any im- 
portance is expected to develop from 
the conference, which. is really a pre- 
liminary and general discussion which 
will be followed by other conferences at 
Washington and Oyster Bay, and also 
here at Newport during the remainder 
of the summer. 


Death of Bishop Potter 

Cooperstown, N. Y., July 22.—Henry 
Codman Potter, seventh Protestant 
BDpiscopal bishop of the diocese of New 
York, died last night at his summer 
home here after an illness of several 
weeks. The bishop was unconscious all 
day and the end, which came at 8:35 
o’clock, was peaceful and quiet. The 
prelate was 74 years of age. 

Death was due primarily to embolism 
in the right leg, following a long at- 
tack of liver and stomach trouble, and 
the end had been foreseen for several 
days by the bishop’s physicians. Bish- 
op Potter suffered a severe relapse 
Monday morning and, though oxygen 
‘was given, his decline was gradual and 
he sank into unconsciousness: early 
yesterday which lasted until the end. 


A Boston Murder Mystery 

Boston, July 22—The body of Mrs. 
Bmma Payrow, aged 88, was found 
crushed into a small closet in one of the 
apartments at 200 Columbus avenue. 
The woman’s husband returned to his 
Toom late last evening. Not finding 
his wife in their rooms he began a 
search and was attracted by blood 
marks which led to a closet. Opening 
the door, he found the body of his 
wife crowded into the small space. In 
her mouth was a gag and her throat 
had been slit from ear to ear. The po- 
lice will give out no information re- 
garding the murder. Little is known of 
the Payrows by those who occupy the 
apartments. 


Assaulted Aged Woman 

Lynn, Mass., July 22.—Harry Mad- 
dox was arrested yesterday afternoon 
on the Lynn marshes on the charge of 
assaulting Mrs. Josiah Low, aged 70, 
of Essex, Monday morning at her 
home. Lynn officers say that Maddox 
admitted the assault. Maddox was for- 
merly employed as a farm hand by 
Mrs. Low. On July 10 he was paid off 
and: discharged. Maddox is 24 years 
of age. He is an Englishman. Mrs. 
Low {is much better and the doctor who 
is attending her says she is recovering 
rapidly.

Berlin, July 22.—The announce- 
ment made from Bad Neuheim that 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky, who com- 
manded the ill-fated Russian fleet that 
was annihilated by the Japanese in the 
battle of the Sea of Japan in May, 1905, 
had died there from heart trouble is in- 
correct.

In Central America

PRESENT ROW IN HONDURAS 


Heads of Various Republics Appear 
to Be More or Less Respons.bie 
For Chaotic Conditions--All Fear 
United: States intervention 


Central Americans in Panama, who 
are greatly interested in. the situation 
brought about by the revolutionary 
movement in Honduras, are convinced 
that the presidents of several of the re- 
publics are involved in the affair, the 
ramifications of which reach far back. 

According to one of the most promi- 
nent of these Central Americans, Presi- 
dent Cabrera of Guatemala, following 
the last conspiracy against his life, of 
which he believed President Zelaya of 
Nicaragua to be the promoter, con- 
ceived a plan for Zelaya’s downfall, 
Fearing that without aid he could not 
succeed in this, he endeavored to inte-- 
est his neighbor, President Figueroa 
of Salvador, who had an old grudge 
against Zelaya, whom he charged with 
giving openly, some time ago, men, arms 
and money to Prudence Alfaro for the 
purpose of invading Salvador. 

For a time President Figueroa was 
undecided, but eventually Genera} 
Bonilla, ex-president of Honduras, 
who was deposed by the revolution pro- 
moted also by Zelaya, appeared on the 
scene, He recommended that they be- 
gin operations by replacing him as 
president of Honduras, this merely as 
a preliminary step; later all three re- 
publics, Honduras, Guatemala and Sal- 
vador, he suggested, could join forces 
in an attack upon Nicaragua. 

Prior to this, the Honduran confiden- 
tial envoy in Guatemala, Genera! 
Bustillo, had been imprisoned for the 


purpose, it is believed, of precipitating | 


war with Honduras, But the chal- 
lenge remained unanswered. Hon- 
duras, however, began preparations and 
increased its army by 10,000 men, plac. 
thg a strong guard along the frontier. 


A revolutionary movement was then 
ordered by those who were endeavoring 
to bring about a change in the gov- 
ernment of Honduras, the revolution- 
ists invading that country from the 
Guatemalan and Salvadorean frontiers, 
President Zelaya was taken by sur- 
prise at the movement and caught un- 
prepared, but he immediately saw the 
peril to his government. Undoubtedly 
to help as much as possible the Hon- 
duran government, Zelaya increased 
the Nicaraguan army and placed arms 
in the hands of Salvadorean refugees, 
among whom were a number of promi- 
nent and popular leaders, and quietly 
awaited developments. 

President Figueroa, among whose 
qualities courage is not believed to be 
prominent, knowing that only a spark 
would start a powerful revolutionary 
fire in his dominions, was alarmed at 
the determined action of Honduras and 
Nicaragua and refused further’.to ald 
the revolutionists in Honduras. 

In the meantime the heads of both 
Honduras and Nicaragua remembered 
the Central American court of justice 
recently inaugurated at Cartage, C. R., 
and promptly filed charges against 
Salvador and Guatemala, not only with 
the idea of gaining time, but for the 
purpose of bringing more prominently 
to the attention of those republics the 
possibility of American intervention. 

Shortly after the presentation of 
these charges the United States cruis- 
er Albany left for Amapala with a 
force of marines, and other warships 
were announced as being under ordera 
to proceed to the scene of the trouble 
if necessary, and as a result of the at- 
titude of the United States the belliger- 
ent sentiments of the various Centra} 
American presidents’ cooled consider- 
ably, for, although bearing no love for 
each other and standing in constant 
fear of an attack from some undeter- 
mined quarter, they prefer anything to 
having the United States interfere in 
Central American affairs. As the mat- 
ter now stands, each-one is accusing 
the other and all are making claims to 
having been neutral. 

Honduran Uprising Quelled: . 

President Davilla of Honduras hus 
issued a notice declaring that the 
revolution in that country fs quelled. 
The revolutionary leaders retreated 
across the Salvadorean border, where 
they were arrested by order of the gov- 
ernment of that country. 


Flames Headed Off by Rain 

A succession of drenching showers, 
very timely in their arrival, put 
a stop to the great fires which have 
wrought damage amounting to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in the 
Maine woods during the last two weeks. 
Summer resorts along the shore from 
one end of the state to the other have 
seemed at times in danger of being 
wiped out by the rush of flames through 
the tall timber and underbrush. 


Discussing Monetary Affairs 

The national monetary system of the 
country, its defects and probable rem- 
edies, were but informally discussed at 
the opening of the conference of the Nu- 
tional Monetary commission appointed 
at the last session of congress- under 
the authority of the new currency law 
to discuss the financial needs of the 
country. None of the members wil! 
talk publicly on what probable steps 
may be taken or advocated.

Coming close upon the wake of the 
gypsy and browntail moths comes an- 
other pest which is proving unusually 
destructive to the elm trees. over a 
large area of New England. This is 
called the elm beetle and is a small 
but enormously busy insect. Already 
the trees in not a few portions of the 
town have been stripped of their foli- 
age, especially on Elm street, where 
hardly a leaf is left on the once beau- 
tiful and broad shading trees. 

The insects feed upon the elm 
leaves and lay their eggs on them. 
They usually yield but one brood a 
season in this State, but Superintend- 
ent A. H. Kirkland, who is in charge 
of the campaign being waged against 
the moths, says the indications point 
to another brood this summer. 

Heretofore, though in its natural 
stage the insect has two broods, cli- 
matic conditions have probably pre- 
vented its having more than one here; 
but now, unfortunately, it seems to be 
getting acclimated. 

Superintendent Kirkland has no 
funds at his disposal to fight the bee- 
tle, as his. appropriation. is for the 
moths alone, but he says the cam- 
paign against the latter is also in a 
measure effective against the beetle. 
Elms that were properly sprayed 


early in the season for moths. have 


escaped the beetles. Though in many 
places the elms have been almost 
completely bared of leaves, little can 
be done now to check it unless a sec- 
ond brood does appear, when spraying 
may be effective against them. 

It is said the best way to treat them 
now, after the beetles have matured, 
is to souse them with boiling water, 
which is not difficult, as they come 
down the trunks and collect on the 
ground in great numbers. 

Collectors in Europe have sent sev- 
eral lots of parasites for the beetle 
which have been found there to Mr. 
Kirkland. After being hatched at the 
insect laboratory many of them were 
placed in the Harvard yard and other 
places. 

The insects have infested Boston 
and its suburbs, as well as’Worcester, 
Pittsfield, Westfield, Springfield, Pal- 
mer, Lowell, Holyoke, Northampton, 
Easthampton, Salem, Sandwich, Yar- 
mouth, Haverhill, Brockton and New- 
buryport and are spreading along, the 
New Hampshire coast to Portsmouth, 
as well as in the Connecticut and 
Housatonic valleys and along the 
Westfield and up the Merrimac rivers. 
They seem to thrive best in the river 
valleys and along the seacoasts, where 
the elms naturally grow.

Essex Institute Guest of Andover Natural History 


Society—Notable Exercises and Addresses 


The annual outing of the Essex In- 
stitute of Salem was held at Indian 
Ridge yesterday afternoon at the in- 
vitation of the Andover Natural His- 
tory society. The meeting had been 
postponed from Wednesday owing 
to the shower and «the weather. 
Thursday was perfect for such an 
outing. The meeting was held within 
sight of the tablet placed by the local 
society in remembrance of the late 
Miss Alice Buck whose energy re- 
sulted primarily in the preservation 
of Indian Ridge. 

There were nearly one hundred 
people present coming from Lynn, 
Swampscott, Marblehead, Lawrence, 
Salem,-North (Andover and Methuen, 
a special car conveying those from 
the southern end of the county. 
After enjoying a trip .through the 
beautifully wooded ridges, the gather- 
ing sat down to a basket lunch. Fol- 
lowing this came the exercises of the 
day which. consisted of interesting 
addresses by prominent speakers.

Your kind invitation to attend thé 
joint meeting of the Andover Natural 
History Society and the Essex Insti; 
tute of Salem is received. But 
sorry that distance forbids my pres} 
ence with you. 

The occasion, however,’ brings up 
many reminiscences of gredt interest. 
Among them are those of a similar 
joint meeting, more than thirty years 
ago, of these societies {though the 
Andover Society was not then formal- 
ly organized) at which the new theo- 
ries concerning the formation of the 
ridges were duly considered. Pre- 
vious to my studies upon them, In- 
dian Ridge and other similar forma- 
tions were thought to be of marine 
origin. It remained for Indian Ridge 
of Andover to reveal the true» secret 
of such formations in connection with 
the final melting of the continental 
ice sheet which covered New England 
and much of the northern part of 
the United States to a depth of a mile 
or more. The ice was certainly of 
that depth at Mount Washington. 

It may be of interest for you to 
know that my first publication of the 
correct theory was made at a meet- 
ing of the Essex Institute in 1875. A 
fair abstract of my. paper at that time 
will be found in the minutes of the 
society for that year. The abstract 
is referred to in the recent German 
publications upon the subject. 


Indian Ridge will always be very; 


dear to me. For it introduced me to 
the scientific world and has directed 
my studies ever since. Probably it 
was the only scientific problem which 
I could have attacked with any hope 
of success. Good old Pastor Merrill 
of the West Parish, knowing of my 
interest in geology, condoled with me 
on coming to Andover where “there 
was absolutely nothing of geological 
interest”. But it turned out other- 
wise, for glacial phenomena had been 
the only ones open to successful 
study by me in the parish in Northern 
Vermont from which I came to Ando- 
ver, And here,at my back door was 
just the problem awaiting solution 
which I could attack with hope of 
success. 

Another element which led to suc- 
cess in the matter was the interest 
and generosity of Mr. George Dove 
and his sister Isabella. For it was 
they who enabled me to publish the 
results properly in 1876, in my paper 
before the Boston Society of Natural 
History on “Some Remarkable Gravel 
Ridges in the Merrimack Valley”. 
The very excellent maps for this 
paper were drawn by Mr. Dove, and

hoping that it will encourage others 
in its connections.

The last speaker of the afternoon 
was Harlan P. Kelsey who spoke of 
the work of the Appalachian club in 
preserving plots of woodland or 
places of historical, geographical or 
botanical interest. He said that the 
club has 11 of these plots at the 
present time all of which except one 
is open to the public. Many of them 
have been given by individuals to 
the club in memory of some relative, 
and are cared for out of the: club’s 
treasury. Two of the reservations are 
in Massachusetts, one at Carlysle 
and the other at Mount Grace. 

The Fitzwilliam reservation con- 
tains about 26 acres and has the 
greatest display of rhododendrons’ in 
the United States. After registering, 
the members and friends of the so- 
cieties adjourned to the barges and 
rode back to the square where a 
special car was taken at 4.15.

Old Bibles and Many Rare Prints at 
_ Brechin Library Described 
: Tranecript Writer 


Writing in the Boston Transcript 
Oscar L. Stevens describes the old 
Bibles and other interesting relics in 
the Andover Theological Seminary 
library as follows: 


“Seldom do the treasures of an old 
soreey come forth to the light of day 
as did those of the old library on An- 
dover Hill during this week of the 
theological seminary’s centenary. As 
if for ong last appearance before leav- 
ing the fine old campus to find a-‘new 
resting place amid strange gods at 
Cambridge, ancient Bibles, manu- 
scripts arid’ autograph: letters, rare 
prints, interesting texts of all periods, 
from the fourteenth century to the 
present, memorabilia of the seminary 
and its people in the early years at 
Andover, were brought together this 
week for a display such as only An- 
dover could make, perhaps, but cer- 
tainly such as Andover hardly would 
make for anything else than a cen- 
tennial and a complete removal in 
conjunction. Returning alumni have 
been pleased to look over the col- 
lection; but the ‘townsfolk, ‘too, have 
profited by the opportunity and some 
few booklovers have made a_ pil- 
grimage to the Hill from afar. Now 
the exhibition is over. The old black 
letters have had their airing; and be- 
fore long they will return to alcove 
or gallery to rest. unobserved until 
they leave the Hill forever. 

Even the casual visitor could ‘not 
have failed to note that there were 
more Bibles than anyother sort of 
books. Barely within the doorway 
he would have found himself fairly 
surrounded with them. There were 
two table-loads of fine old folios, the 
oldest of the King James version, 
being a black letter, printed by Barker 
at London in 1617, but with a Genevan 
black letter from the’ “same ‘printer 
antedating-it by 
There was a small King James ver- 


sion of 1633, notable for a compact- | 


ness more in keeping with present- 
day methods and tastes than those of 
its own time, and doubly interesting 
for its quaint title-page, made up of 
what might be described as lasieate 
of the tribes of Israel, and a_ pen 
signature on the fly; leaf, The latter 
recorded that the book was bought 
in London in 1808 by John Codman, 
when the volume itself was nearly 
170 years old. and when Andover 
Seminary was just opening its doors 
to students. 

No doubt the atmospnere of Ando- 
ver lias been conducive to health and 
longevity pen | Bibles, despite their 
activity there. Even the oldest books 
were notably well preserved, paper 
still firm and tough, bindings unrotted 
and intact except here and there a 
missing brass clasp or a broken hinge 
of sheepskin. A 1607 Genevan Bible 
and prayer book, with pages sixteen 


times as large as those of the tiny 


copy now commonly. carried to 
church, seemed as sound as if printed 
only a decade ago;-and a great folio 
translation by “Herrn Doctor Martin 
Luther” himself, with numerous black 
and white illustrations, a plate title- 
page, and a full-page plate. of that 
good friend of Luther, Duke Freder- 
ick III, of Saxony, was as sound and 
usable as a family dictionary of today, 
although this Bible was  prnited ‘in 
Nuremberg, one hundred and seventy- 
two years ago. A folio printed in 
1700 served to represent the French 
translations, but the imprint was that 
of Jacques Lindenberg of a Dutch 
city, Amsterdam. 


Nearby, Venice and Leyden, Ant- 
werp and Nuremberg contributed 
specimens of the work of the printers 
in the late fifteenth century. Looking 
over these works one could not easily 
avoid noting the exactness with which

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HOUSEHOLD RECIPES 


Annie’s Plain Cake—One cup of 
sugar, one egg, one teaspoonful va- 
nilla, one cup’ flour, three-quarters 
cup pastry flour. 


Orenge Fang.—One orange juice, 
one tablespoonful glucose, one table- 
spoonful hot water. Mix to proper 
consistency with ae 3 sugar, color 
with a few drops of yellow color 
which can be obtained at any bakery. 

English Egg Biscuit—Three cups 
of flour, two level tablespoonfuls of 
butter, two yolks of eggs, two whites 
of eggs. Mix, rub’ butter into the 
flour, put beaten yolks of eggs into 
cup, fill cup with milk and mix. 
When partly mixed add the stiffly 
beaten whites of eggs. 


Apple Pudding.—One cup flour, 
one cup milk, one cup sugar, one egg, 
one teaspoon baking powder, also lit- 
tle salt, one teaspoon butter. Slice 
as many apples as liked, butter a pud- 
ding dish, put in your apples, pour on 


batter. Bake one-half hour in quite 
hot oven. Serve with any preferred 
satice. 


Fruit. Cake without Eggs. — One 
cup of sugar, one cup of butter, one- 
half teaspoonful of cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoonful nutmeg, one-quarter 
teaspoonful-cloves; cream all togeth- 
er and add otie cup milk, one and 
one-half cups flour, one cup pastry 
flour, one cup of chopped raisins, 
one-quarter cup cut citron. 


Nonpareil Brown Bread.—One cup 
of Indian meal, two cups of graham 
meal, one cup of bread flour, two 
cups of sweet milk, one cup of sour 
milk, one cup of molasse:. Mix dry 
ingredients thoroughly, add sweet 
milk and molasses, lastly the sour 
milk with, one heaping teaspoonful of 
soda stirred in the milk until it 
foams. Steam three- and one-half 
hours. 

Muffins.—One egg, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, one cup of milk, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of salt, butter 
size of.a large walnut, one and one- 
half cups of flour, one teaspoonful of 
soda, two teaspoonfuls of cream of 
tartar or two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder; beat the egg, add sugar, 
then cream of tartar and beat until 
very. light}, then,,add the butter 
(melted) and soda‘dissolved’ in milk, 
the salt- and flour; bake in muffin 
pans about thirty minutes. 


Cheese Omelet—Break six eggs 
into a dish and stir them gently. Add 
one-half cupful of grated or chipped 
cheese, salt and pepper to taste, and 
one-fourth teaspoonful of extract of 
beef dissolved in one tablespoonful 
of boiling milk. Melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter in the pan, turn in the 
mixture and cook slowly. Cut in 
quarters and turn when brown. 


Apple Bread.—Stew about ten ap- 
ples and when done whip them till 
they are quite light; have one part 
apples, two parts flour, the usual 
quantity of yeast, salt, and a little 
sugar; knead well and set to rise for 
twelve hours; bake then in long 
loaves. If the apples are juicy no 
water will be needed except that used 
to dissolve the yeast; bake in same 
manner that is used for baking other 
bread, 


Marguerite Salad—Arrange on in- 
dividual salad plates six small, crisp 
lettuce leaves. In the centre of 
these put a tablespoonful of mayon- 
naise. This makes the centre of the 
daisy. Around the centre arrange 
narrow-cut strips of the whites of 
hard-boiled eggs, to represent the 
daisy points. Mash the yolks 
through a sieve, and scatter over the 
mayonnaise to make the rough sur- 
face of the yellow centre. With care, 
this may be made an attractive dish. 


Chocolate Bread Pudding. — Two 
cups stale entire wheat breadcrumbs, 
four cups scalded milk, two spuares 
chocolate, three-fourths cup sugar, 
two eggs, one-fourth level teaspoon- 
ful salt, one teaspoonful vanilla. Add 
the milk to the bread and let stand 
twenty minutes. Melt the chocolate 
over hot water. Add enough of the 
milk to make thin enough to pour, 
then add_it_to the bread. Add the 
sugar, eggs beaten slightly, salt and 
vanilla, Pour into a buttered baking 
dish and bake one hour in a moderate 
oven. Serve with hard sauce.

the early typefounders followed the 
hand lettering of the time. A Nurem- 
berg folio of 1481, in black letter, with 
illuminated initials, printed from the 
type in the Koburger print shop, was 
shown side by side with a small man- 
uscript volume having the same letter- 
ing and similar illuminations. The 
likeness in style and ensemble was 
remarkable. Only the fading brown 
of the pen strokes gave ready means 
of distinguishing the hand work from 
the other. Another book, printed in 
the same city, in the same year, at the 
Kreusner shop, allowed similar com- 
parison with another manuscript vol- 
ume, in which not the black letter but 
the more open Italian style was the 
feature. , 


Probably the rarest: books in the 
collection were the two editions of 
Eliot’s Indian Bible, printed by Sam- 
uel Green and Marmaduke Johnson 
at Cambridge, the first edition bear- 
ing the dates 1661 and 1663 for New 
and Old Testaments respectively, and 
the second edition dated in the same 
way 1680 and 1685. Dr. Gates, the pre- 
siding genius of the library, to whose 
efforts much of the interest of the dis- 
play was attributable, thinks there are 
‘no more than four or five other copies 
of these editions in existence. In an 
adjoining case Dr. Gates pointed out 
an interesting little volume published 
from Basle in 1519, one of the Froben 
series, showing the Froben mark of 
the dove and serpent, with a titlepage 
drawn by Hans Holbein, including 
the famous artist’s signature in the 
corners, The book illustrated the 
manner in which the printers of early 
times were beginning to use the stock 
border to embellish their volumes. 
In this instance could’ be plainly noted 
the marks where the border was 
broken for the sake of crowding it 
into the page; and even then the 
bower edge fell outside. Still another 
book of special value was a copy of 
the so-called Complutensian polyglot 
Bible, printed at Alcala (Complutum) 
in Spain, in 1502-1517, with rdinal 
Ximenes as editor, and published with 
papal permission in 1522.. Each page 
in the. upper two-thirds showed the 
Latin ‘of St: Jerome in a medial col- 
umn, with the Hebrew parallel on the 
left, and the Greek septuagint, with 
Latin interlineation on the right. 
Below, at the right, was the Chaldaic, 
with Latin translation at the left. 

The complete equipment of the 
Seminary with Greek texts of Holy 
Scripture was shown by a collection 
filling one entire table and dating from 
an early print of 1521 down to the 
latest edition of recent times. An 
old Hebrew Bible, from the Plantin 
press at Antwerp in 1613, was en- 
hanced measurably in value by the 
autograph of Increase Mather, written 
on the titlepage in 1686, while he was 
president of Harvard college. 

A caseful of old New England 
prints, included a Farmer’s Almanac 
of 1808, the year of the seminary’s es- 
tablishment; three pamphlets from 
the press of Benjamin Franklin in 
Philadelphia — George Whitefield’s 
sermons, 1740; Gilbert Tennent’s 
“Dangers of an Unconverted Minis- 
try,” 1740, and “Remarks on a Prot- 
estation,” June 1, 1741—and a tiny. 
volume labelled “Catalogue of Yale 
College Library, 1743.” 

Turning from the books as such, 
there were numerous personal memen- 
toes worth looking at. On the wall 
of an alcove was the United States 
flag made by Harriet Beecher Stowe 
and displayed from the Hill flagstaff 
during the Civil War. Though it had 
but eighteen stars in its blue field, 
and its edges were sadly frayed, the 
Hill people will be sorry to see it 
included in the seminary impediments 
when the institution moves to Cam- 
bridge. 

Another gift, reexamined the other 
day for the first time in a number of 
years, raised a question as to internal 
history of the seminary that failed of 
answer through the entire period of 
the centenary celebration. The ques- 
tion is, What was the “Religious So- 
ciety” organized in the seminary on 
or before April 15, 1809? The gift 
was an Edinburgh Bible, presented on 
the date named by Samuel Abbot, a 
retired merchant of Boston, who had 
taken up his residence at Andover, 
and who became one of the founders 
of the seminary on the Hill. On the 
fly-leaf of the Bible, in his own hand- 
writing, this inscription lay open to 
all the alumni who visited the library 
during. the week of reunion: 

“This Bible is presented to the Re- 
ligious Society in the Theological In- 
stitution by Samuel Abbot, Esq.; of

Andover, in testimony of his pleasure | 


on seeing such a society formed; and 
of his sincere desire that the import- 
ant object which it contemplates may 
be fully realized. He presents it with 
the earnest request that the members 
would search its sacred pages with 
prayerful attention; and uniformly 
exhibit in their lives that temper and 
conduct which it enjoins.” 


That such a society ever existed had 
apparently been forgotten, and the 
re-discovery of the old vloume is 
likely to be the basis for special re- 
search that will set forth the facts 
of its organization and experience. 

The respectful Abbot was not al- 
ways fortunate in evolving perfect in- 
scription for his gifts, as was evi- 
denced by more of his manuscript in 
a case hidden away in a library alcove. 
Here was his own copy of a couplet to 
be engraven on a chapel bell, his gift: 


“I to the church the Living call, 
And to the Grave I summon all.” 


One of his communications to the 
authorities of the institution, how- 
ever, makes plain that the engraver, 
in carving the donor’s name, left out 
one of the b’s in Abbot, whereat the 
donor himself suggested that the care- 
less workman be required to cut the 
missing letter above the line, preferr- 
ing right»to beauty, as it were; also 
that he go carefully over his work in 
search of other omissions. The bell 
was long since replaced, or it might 
be worthy of study. ; 

They say at the seminary that most 
of the treatises in manuscript by Jon- 
athan Edwards, one time president 
there, are now at Yale; but the nur- 
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erous personal letters and writings 
still preserved on the Hill are believed 
to be in many instances of earlier 
date. One manuscript that was shown 
in this week’s .collection was a part 
of a paper on “The Soul”, the earliest 
Edwards manuscript known to _his 
biographer and the general public. 
Possibly Yale would like these manu- 
scripts still remaining on the Hill, 
but there is another paper, exhibited 
in the collection, and bearing many 
lines of writing in President Edwards’ 
hand that the New Haven institution 
more ardently covets. It is a pro- 

amme of theses by the candidates 
or the master’s degree delivered at 
Yale in 1751. Report has it that the 
Yale library lacks this particular pro- 
gramme to complete its series; but the 
notes so freely covering it in Presi- 
dent Edwards’s’ chirography are 
counted sufficient for keeping with the 
Hill treasures. ; ‘ 

A mahogany haircloth chair used by 
General — at Judge Phillips’ 
mansion house, Nov. 5, 1789 served to 
heighten the personal interest in the 
collection and just to keep it company 
was shown a fine old high-back study 
chair, once the property of Rev. Sam- 
uel Hopkins, founder of ‘the Hop- 
kinsian system represented by the 
Newburyport founders of the semin- 
ary.
